1. This action is in response to the amendment filed on June 10, 2004. Claims 1-25 
are pending. Claims 1, 10-11, 12 and 17 have been amended. All the pending claims 
are allowed.

The closest prior art of Downs et al. (U. S. Patent 6,574,609) teaches managing 
digital content data and associated metadata. The content data is transferred to a 
content host, the metadata and usage condition data for the associated content are 
transferred to an electronic store. 

In regarding to independent claims 1,10 and 17, Downs taken either individually 
or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest generating a 
label having usage rights associated with content of a digital work before the content is 
created, electronically generating a license based on the label before the content is 
created, issuing the license to a consumer before the content is created, the license 
entitling the consumer to access the content after the content is created, and 
associating the label with the content after the content is created.
